The truth doubtless :s thr.t he knows many lumoprmen 
aad to finds it easier to get the >e3!c-r's view of the lumber mar- 
ket than the buyer's.

HE significance of immigration i- we! shown in the statistics 


of the foreign-born population .u.~t given out by the census 


bureau. There are in the V:.-'i"l S-rites 13,703,987 persons of 
foreign birth, of whom 12.1'JS.^34 are above the age of twenty- 
one. In other words, n'jou* <;r.e pc-rs-m in every eight met with in 
the United States wss born outride the country. Of the total, 
6,928.027 were men and 5,570,307 were women. 
This tells the story of your.g. ui.married men seeking their 


fortunes in the new world, and cf married men who have come 
here with the expectation of bringing their families here later. 
or of rejoining them after makmir their -'Make." 
More than 
two-thirds of the men and about three-fifths of the women were 
either naturalized or had t;.ken out their first citizenship papers. 
The number in 1920 who had taken out first citizenship papers 
was nearly twice as large as in 1910, an effect which probably 
can be traced to the war. 
Bare figures do not afford much indication as to whether 


"the problem created by this great migration—the greatest, per- 
haps, in the history of mankind—is being satisfactorily solved. 
The increase ia political citizenship is, of course, a good sign, 
but it is not necessarily the same as an increase in social and 
economic citizenship. " To what extent is the immigrant im- 
proving his position in the new country? Has he gained any- 


< thing like an equality of opportunity \\ith the native born? ^ Is

The superficial signs of Americanization are numerous

I straw hat in summer like the rest of us: he plays baseball and 
P*4ollows the games with interest; his children do well in the 
schools and take prizes as often as do the native Americans. 
But as to whether we are attaining a real unity, and whether tne 
word American means, in this modern age, something profound 
and promising to humanity—that is something for winch we 
mav nope, but of which there is not yet substantial proof. 


All that can be said is that the greatest expermient in the 


mingling of peoples and cultures i« progressing rapidly toward 
some end as vet uncertain, and that on the face of it there is 
more promise" of success than ir. Europe, where the traditional 
racial boundaries and racial hatreds are still a matter of pride 
and intention.
